The officers, earlier in the investi­ 
gation. felt their chain of evidence 
was com olete when they learned th a t 
at about the same time Evans waft 
hit, a light touring car was wrecked 
on the Taneytow-n road, not fa r from 
Meade's headquarters. 
Skull Is Fractured 
Corporal T. N. Boat©, in command 
of the local substation of highw ay 
patrolm en, who is investigating the 
in jurying of Evans and the w recking 
of the light car, today said he was 
not sure th a t the tw-o incidents had 
any connection, although 
adm itting 
he was looking for Joseph W. Sny­ 
der, G ettysburg R. 4, traced as the 
owne r of the wrecked car by the li­ 
cense plates. 
A fter being run down while walk­ 
ing home about 10:30 o’clock, S atu r­ 
day night, Evans, his skull fractured 
above the right eye, staggered to tho 
Meade’s headquarters, 
occupied 
by 
Norm an M urray, where he collapsed. 
M urray notified Dr. C. G. C rist, who, 
afte r exam ining 
the 
injured m an, 
took him to the W arner hospital. 
Although Evans has been uncon­ 
scious most of the tim e he has been 
in the hospital, attendants said he has 
a fair chance to recover. 
Search For Driver 
M otor patrolm en said they 
have 
learned th a t a fte r Snyder's car left 
the Taneytow n road, struck a tele­ 
phone pole and upset, the driver or 
some of the occupants of the auto­ 
mobile came back to G ettysburg to 
the H. and IL machine shop w here 
orders were left to have the autom o­ 
bile towed in. 
A t first m otor patrolm en believed 
that a hit-and-run driver hail struck 
the pedestrian and had abandoned his 
machine afte r it was wrecked, but to ­ 
day the officers were not so sure th a t 
th ;s is the correct explanation of the

Tho newr board of Adams county commissioners has spent the 
first m onth in office w rangling over political patronage and petty 
printing jobs,—largely the cost o f 1 ,0 0 social name cards for the 
private* use of the commissioners,—unauthorized by law, as far as 
we can learn,—and involving a total coit of $8.50. 
This first month of service by the commissioners has cost the 
taxpayers of Adams county more than THREE HUNDRED DOL­ 
LARS in salaries and traveling expenses. 
It would seem th at a highly exaggerated importance has been 
attached to printing, coming from the office of the county com­ 
m issioners, for several years, originating with the retiring board 
of commissioners and taken up by the incoming board, and carried 
on largely through the agitation of the minority member of the 
board, and several professional hangers-on around the court house. 
True, a few dollars may have boon saved on printing, which is 
well and good. 
But th at is a mere drop in the bucket compared 
with the many thousands of dollars the commissioners spend each 
year. 
Be th at as it may. 
Let us hope, as taxpayers, th at the com- 
m issioncra will always get tho printing done as cheaply as pos­ 
sible. 
But, with the grand jury finding fault publicly with con­ 
ditions at the jail; with im portant road and bridge m atters in 
the county demanding attention, and a hundred and one other 
things facing the board for judicious action, let us hope* that the 
county commissioners stir up enough moral backbone and courage 
to face the important issues. 
Let us hope, too, th at during tho coming month, short as it 
is, a m ajority, at least, of the board, will get down to “brass 
tacks” and show by the end of tho month something constructive 
in the way of county betterm ent, for which the taxpayers are pay­ 
ing them ; for which a m ajority of county voters who went to the 
polls in November imposed confidence and tru st in them. 
In passing, it might be stated that The Gettysburg Times is 
not interested in any way* shape or form in county printing. 
It 
asks none and expects to receive none. 
But it has a clearly de­ 
fined duty to the people in keeping readers informed of what is 
going on around the court house and, non-partisan in politics, we 
expect to lie true to th at trust, regardless of where or whom 
criticism strikes, when criticism seems necessary. 
We would 
rath er praise and boost. 
We intend to do everything we can to 
see that the county taxpayers money is spent in productive ways, 
other than fussing and fum ing over pickyupish items, by its duly 
elected officials. 
Effecting a possible saving of $1.50 on a thousand name cards 
isn’t enough, in our opinion, to justify the expenditure of several 
hundred dollars in salaries and expense items of our hard-earned 
money. 
Admitting they save a lew dollars on the cost of social 
name cards, that $500.00 in salaries and individual expense items 
for January still has to he charged up to profit and loss. 
We* are certain that taxpayers of the county are more inter­ 
ested in seeing the county commissioners devote the tim e and a t­ 
tention they have given the first month in office to petty printing 
items, to devising ways nnd moans of loping a mill or two off the 
county tax rate, thereby relieving a burden under which all of us 
are staggering!
